In spite of the many dif 
ficulties she encountered she says sh 
rather enjoyed the novel experience o 
teaching the young Eskimo idea ho 
to shoot. 


The most distinctive featuie in th 


Eskimo character, Mrs. Bernard! say 
is a superabundant curiosity. 


The natives, especially those wh 


have arrived at the age of "discretion 
are of a prying, not to say enterprisln 
cast of mind, and what they cunno 
understand—and that would fill many 
volumes,—they are inclined to look ;-p- 
011 with suspicion and disdain. How- 
over, Mrs. Bernard! says that the 
younger people are anxious to leain, 
they are patient to a degree, and, ns 
a rule, are bright and quick to '.-am. 
The hardest task of the teacher, per- 
haps is to teach them discipline; that 
is, that they must be subject to cer- 
tain rules of government. The younger 
can with patience be brought to see 
the necessity of this, but practically 
to try to subject the older pupils to 
any form of discipline is well nigh Im- 
possible. 


Mrs. Bernard!, who Is ive!l known in 


Seattle as well as Alaska, went to 
Cape Prince of Wales last October in 
the capacity of teacher.

This means not only that double pay- 
rolls must often be k3pt. but the cor- 
poration is also put to endless trouble 
in the courts. 
The road has been ab- 


solutely forced to obey these garnish- 
ments, as otherwise its cars would be 
subject to attachment in such states as 
have garnishment 
laws. Attachments 


for wages 
have multiplied until the 


load was compelled to move for its 
own protection. It was held that a. gen-
